JACOB WEIST'S TESTIMONY. 


I lived in Jackson township about 
twelve years ago; I now live in 
Wa.shington township, nnd have a 
brother named Ciiarles Weist living 
in this county; Rose Overly is niy 
sister; was on the iair ground on the 
4th of July; left there with Theo. 
Lingle and went home; live in the 
house of Phillip Zinck; I saw Jack 
Swayne at my house on the 5th of 
July; lelt my wife and the girls on 
the 4th and did not see them until 
noon of the 5th; Swayne came to my 


house from town ; he fand his' coat 0 
his arm at the time; Daniel Lingle, 
Jacob Peters, Mrs. Bui^r and others 
were reaping in a field opposite my 
Q J- house when he came ; Swayne talked 
some with the girl.«», and ran away and 
laid down î» the field Vvhen t camel 
^^wayhe fcame 'tb.ûie Ûndeir thé apble 
tVee ana said if thev shoiild be arrësted 
they should àll say that the^ knev^^ 
nothing 
abotit 
it; 
and 
said 
that 
Rose 
Overly, 
Emma 
Zinck, 
RebecCa Weist, Sheehy and himself 
had all been tdgether near the dance 
stand, and that Sheehy had pulled 
Mrs. Wiest away and Rose Overiy had 
interfered, when Sheehy attempted to 
strike her; lie (Swayne) here afkempt- 
ed to take Sheehy away, when Sheehy 
struck at bim twice j after §heeny 
strUck the second blow he stabbed 
him; Swaj'ne wished to know how he 
could get back to town without going 
by the main road. 


Cross-examined—Am thirty years 
of age; have lived here about twenty- 
one years; was two years in Kansas 
farming; was married in Fort Wayne 
by Squire Ettinger; had drank some 
on the 4th, but was not drunk; 
was 
with Andrew Lingle^ when he was 
drowned ; did not see Andrew Lingle 
at the fair ground; did not see blood 
on his pnnts. 


Here Henry Colerick sprung the 
"hardly ever" bulge on the court 
again but it had no effect as he has 
sprung it so frequently. 


Witness 
resumed—I 
have been 
at 
the 
jail 
frequently 
since 
the 
arrest 
of 
my 
sister; 
have 
hunted up some witnesses in this case; 
have been at the jail since my wife 
was liberated fifteen times more or 
less; while there I talked with Rose 
Overly and Em Zinck; didn't go to 
the jail on the day Andrew Lingle 
was drowned but went there soon af- 
ter; 
did not say to them, "Hello 
girls, its all right now, Lingle 
drowned." 


The prosscution here moved that 
this question and answer be stricken 
out, and the defense stated that they 
wished to show that the witne.ss put 
Lingle out of the way because he was 
possessed of knowledge which would 
convict his sister. Rose Overly of the 
crime with which Swayne is now 
charged. During this recital by Wal- 
pole Colerick, the witness sat with an 
indescribable expression on his face. 


Here followed a number of que 
tions which were quickly overruled 
by the court. 


Witness continued: I do not know 
Robt. Anderson, but know David An- 
derson; am not personally acquainted 
with Jno. Young; did not see blood on 
the liants of Andrew Lingle; did not 
examine them ; met him on the day 
of his deatii at the corner of Calhoun 
and Main streets. 


NORAfAN CLARK 
testified; 
I live in Bluftton, Wells 
county, Ind. ; am thirty years of age, 
and the son of a stone cutter; am a 
plasterer by 
trade; 
was in Fort 
Wayne at the fair grounds on the 
evening of the 4th of July last; when 
in the woods near the race track, 
one of the men who was .sitting on the 
fence got down and was called by a 
woman; I saw some parties in the 
woods that evening—two men and 
one woman ; saw one man strike at 
the other, but cannot tell whether 
he hit him or not;
